Two Suits Settled 
WORLD NEWS IN BRIEF 
In Oil Cartel Case 
WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
government today announced 
settlement of anti-trust suits 
against Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey and Gulf Oil Corp., 
the two largest defendants in 
its seven-year-old international 
oil cartel case. 
Atty. Gen. William P. Rogers 
announced that consent judg­ 
ments were e n t e r e d today 
against the two giant petroleum 
companies before Judge John 
M. Cashin in U.S. District Court 
at New York. , 
Under terms of the judg­ 
ments, Standard of New Jersey 
and Gulf are forbidden from 
enlarging in cartel arrange­ 
ments to fix prices, allocate 
markets or control production 
and distribution of crude oil or 
companies in 1953. 
petroleum products. 
The judgment r e q u i r e s 
Standard of New Jersey to dis­ 
continue joint ownership with 
Socony Mobil Oil Co., a third 


defendant in the 1953 anti-trust 
suit, of Standard-Vacuum Oil 
Co. 
Most of the assets of Stand­ 
ard-Vacuum, which operates a 
marketing company in the Far 
East, will be divided between 
Standard of New Jersey and 
Socony Mobile. 
Gulf Oil is required in the 
judgment to set aside 100,000 
barrels per day of crude oil 
•produced in the oil-rich Mideast 
shiekhdom of Kuwait for inde­ 
pendent oil companies. 
The oil cartel case grew out 
of an investigation by the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission starting 
in 1949. The original suits were 
brought against five major U.S.

PHILADELPHIA UR — There 
may be true “sandmen” on 
some yet undiscovered planets, 
a team of University of Penn­ 
sylvania scientists said today. 
The sandmen were envis­ 
ioned as living creatures hav­ 
ing silicon—an essential con­ 
stituent of sand and rocks—as 
their basic component, instead 
of carbon. The latter is the key 
element in the chemistry of all 
life on earth. 
The researchers told about it 
in a report prepared for the 
opening of the autumn meeting 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences. 
The team, headed by re­ 
searcher M. Abedini, also en­ 
visioned that some day vitamins 
and hormones, for use in medi­ 
cal fields, might be prepared 
from sandy substances. 
The Penn researchers said 
that for the first time they 
have prepared new, simple sili­ 
con-containing c o m p o u n d s 
which are closely amalgous in 
both chemical and physical 
properties to a number of fa­ 
miliar compounds based on 
carbon. 
One of them is a silicon-based 
“ether” which is the exact coun­ 
terpart of the widely known 
pain-killing compound—except 
that it contains atoms of the 
¡element silicon instead of the

Kennedy held a 271,817 vote 
lead over Richard M. Nixon to­ 
day as results continued to 
trickle in from Tuesday’s presi­ 
dential election. 


With 1,653 voting units still 
out, counting of absentee bal­ 
lots under way in several states, 
and recounts contemplated in 
some areas, Kennedy had 83,-

Kennedy 
still led in the race for Califor­ 
nia’s 32 electoral votes. With 
absentee ballots Joeing counted, 
he had a margin of 37,140 
votes. 
Nixon led in Alaska by 514 
votes with 50 precincts still out 
and in Hawaii by 91 votes with 
another recount likely. Each 
state has three electoral votes.

“We cannot admit i t ” he 
said of recent anti-Belgian re­ 
ports and statements emanat­ 
ing from the U.N. 
The Belgian foreign minister 
was particularly bitter of a re­ 
port filed Nov. 2 by Rajeshwar 
Dayal of India, commander of 
the U.N. operation in the Con­ 
go. 
“It is not a report, it is an 
indictment ” he said. 


He added that it is “quite 
dangerous 
for our organiza­ 
tion” for United Nations offi­ 
cials to criticize the activities 
and intentions of m e m b e r 
states. 


‘‘Today it is their (Belgian 
government’s) case,” he said. 
“Tomorrow it may be yours.” 


Wigny, in reply to questions, 
declared that Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjold 
has 
“misled” the mandate given 
him to restore peace and se­ 
curity in the chaotic former 
Belgian oolony. 


He charged the U.N. with 
trying to make Belgium a scape­ 
goat for U.N. failure to achieve 
order in the Congo. 


“We are not prepared to play 
the role any more,” the foreign 
minister said.

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. UP— 
Even, though the fireplace still, 
casts a rosy glow in many 'liv­ 
ing rooms these November 
days, it’s that time of year 
when dress designers are think­ 
ing about spring.

Mosk Writes Thoughtful 
Reply To Secrecy Editorial 


Last month in this space we were 
critical of an opinion handed down by 
A tty. Gen, Stanley Mosk regarding the 
right of a city council to go into secret 
session to discuss matters with their 
attorney. 
We have had a fine, three page letter 
back from our attorney general in which 
he amplifies his position in ruling that 
“all discussions between a city council 
and its city attorney must be open to the 
public, with the exception of matters in­ 
volving actual litigation where the mat­ 
ters discussed would benefit the ‘city’s 
adversary’ and thus be a detriment to 
the public.” 
In his letter Mosk declares: “Our 
Brown Act opinion was debated for 
many months in our office, and we had 
a division within the office on it . . . 
The result, however, is the conclusion 
which I believe to be in the best public 
interest.” 
He disagrees with our position that 
the duty of a governmental agency in a 
condemnation proceeding is to pay a 
fair price for property. The agency, he 
says, “in the interests of the taxpayers 
properly seeks to get the property as 
cheaply as possible.” 
He warned us that his opinion on re­ 
cent meetings is “far more liberal . . . 
than current court opinions ” 
“I realize, to be candid,” he went on, 
“that there will be public agencies that 
may abuse any exception that is permit­ 
ted to the Brown Act (which requires 


public meetings of public agencies). But 
this is true of all law. I doubt that any 
statute has been written that cannot be 
circumvented by a designing, devious 
person or group.” 
And then he added a paragraph which 
we feel has high significance, and 
should be considered by our legislators 
at their January session. He said: 
“I am on record over the past-year 
as stating several times that 1 would 
like to see some sanctions provided in 
the Brown Act, so that the exceptions 
cannot be abused. For example, I would 
provide that acts taken by a public body 
in contravention to the Brown Act 
should be per se void . . . Secondly, I 
would provide for personal liability for 
any public official who acts contrary to 
provisions of the Brown Act. The pos­ 
sibility of bbing hit in the pocketbook 
would undoubtedly be an effective de­ 
terrent to local officials who might have 
some inclination to act in secrecy. And, 
lastly, there is always the possibility of 
providing for criminal sanctions, mak­ 
ing actions taken in violation of the 
Brown Act a misdemeanor. 
Frankly, 
however, that last possibility does not 
appeal to me, for I believe that the final 
action for refusing to let the people 
know should be not punitive, but po­ 
litical.” 
We certainly agree with you there, 
Attorney General Mosk. And thank you 
for 
your

A Re­ 
publican-Southern Democratic 
coalition can well prove to be 
an even greater hurdle to the 
Democratic liberals in the 
87th Congress than it was in 
the port-con vent.ion. session 
which Kennedy so sharply 
criticized for failing to carry 
out his proposals. The South­ 
ern Democrats remain as pow­ 
erful as ever, the Republicans 
gained a net of 19 seats in the 
House of Representatives and 
one seat in, the Senate. 


4—VICE PRESIDENT Lyn­ 
don Johnson, as a result of 
the complexion of Congress, 
emerges as a powerful and in­ 
dispensable figure in the Ken­ 
nedy 
administration. 
Presi­ 
dent Kennedy will need John­ 
son’s influence and, resources 
as a legislative leader if he is 
to avoid a recalcitrant and 
balky 
Congress. 
Johnson’s 
voice will be the voice of mod­ 
erate liberalism, not extreme 
liberalism. 
Let’s not forget and let us 
not minimize the fact that 
Kennedy won the election, 
that he won by a popular ma­ 
jority, however narrow, and 
that the effective functioning 
of our system of government 
rests on majority rule. 


BUT THERE IS another and 
significant side to what, hap­ 
pened. It is that a long-stand­ 
ing, traditional, partisan Re­ 
publican, Richard M. Nixon, 
nearly won the election. He 
received almost half of the 
votes. Many independents and 
registered Democrats support­ 
ed him after he had conducted 
a basically conservative cam­ 
paign.

In this close division of na­ 
tional opinion, Nixon emerges 
as a formidable figure with a 
political future—if he wants 
it. He will be a powerful and 
influential spokesman for a 
near-majority of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
I am confident that he will 
he a. responsible and construc­ 
tive spokesman intent upon 
helping the narrowly elected 
Kennedy 
administration 
to 
function free from petty criti­ 
cism and free from obstruc- 
tion-for-its-own-sake. 


THIS WILL REQUIRE red- 
proeity from. President Ken­ 
nedy. This will require a large­ 
ness of view by Kennedy in 
his duty to those who voted 
against him as well as in his 
duty to those who voted for 
him. 


This will require 'positive 
actions by President Kennedy 
to unify the nation behind the 
hard decisions he will have to 
make and to win the assent, if 
not the support, of the near- 
majority 
which wanted 
to 
elect, Nixon.

Jensen Quits To Take Smog Post

challenging administrative job 
which will pioneer a method of 
air pollution control which will 
have nationwide effects ” 
Expressing belief that the ad­ 
ministrator’s office which he 
heads has “been an extremely 
successful venture” and declar­ 
ing that he personally felt job 
satisfaction, Jensen recomend­ 
ed his assistant, Alan Bruce, as 
his successor. 
Chairman Walter H. Castro 
said action on the resignation

San Rafael’s city hall is so 
overcrowded 
t h a t 
recently 
three entire departments were 
sidetracked into a school house 
basement five blocks away.

In Oil Cartel Case 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
government today announced 
settlement of anti-trust suits 
against Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey and Gulf Oil Corp., 
the two largest defendants in 
its seven-year-old international 
oil cartel case. 
Atty. Gen. William P. Rogers 
announced that consent judg­ 
ments were e n t e r e d today 
against the two giant petroleum 
companies before Judge John 
M. Cashin in U.S. District Court 
at New York. 
Under terms of the judg­ 
ments. Standard of New Jersey 
and Gulf are forbidden from 
enlarging in 
cartel arrange­ 
ments to fix prices, allocate 
markets or control production 
and distribution of crude oil or 
petroleum products. 
The judgment r e q u i r e s 
Standard of New Jersey to dis­ 
continue joint ownership with 
Socony Mobil Oil Co., a third 


defendant in the 1953 anti-trust 
suit, of Standard-Vacuum Oil 
Co. 
Most of the assets of Stand­ 
ard-Vacuum, which operates a 
marketing company in the Far 
East, will be divided between 
Standard oi New Jersey and 
Socony Mobile. 
Gulf Oil is required in the 
judgment to set aside 100,000 
barrels per day of crude oil 
produced in the oil-rich Mideast 
shiekhdom of Kuwait for inde­ 
pendent oil companies. 
The oil cartel case grew out 
of an investigation by the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission starting 
in 1949. The original suits were 
brought against five major U.S. 
oil companies in 1953. 


Charges against the three not 
affected in today’s judgments 
—Standard Oil Co. of Califor­ 
nia, Socony Mobil and the Tex­ 
as Co.—still are pending.

"Sandmen7 May Inhabit 


Undiscovered Planets 


VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE UP!—The gold-plated cap­ 
sule of Discoverer XVII—given 
an extra day in space for good 
behavior—should come flying 
home today wnen a scientist 
presses a button. 
The satellite, forerunner of 
a legion of military sky spies, 
is the first of the Discoverer 
series to eject its capsule at a 
ground signal. 
All the others have ejected 
when a timing device within 
the space package clicked shut 
on the satellite’s 17th pass 
around the earth. 
When Discoverer XVII near­ 
ed its 14th trip, the Air Force 
decided yesterday that it was 
behaving so well it could stay 
lip a little longer. 
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Scheduled ejection time was 
delayed to the 31st pass. 
Plans called for the capsule 
to pop from the 25-foot-long 
Agena B second-stage rocket as 
it streaked over the North Pole, 
headed south. Forward-firing 
rockets were to slow it enough 
to permit a parachute to lower 
it over Hawaiian waters. 
Trapeze-trailing Flying Box­ 
cars hoped to snag it before it 
hit the water—a feat accomp- 
plished once in the long Dis­ 
coverer series. One other cap­ 
sule was fished from the sea 
by a skindiver. 
The latest Discoverer was 
launched at this big seaside 
missile facility at 12:42 p.m. 
Saturday. The Air Force said 
the decision^to leave it in orbit 
18 extra trips was made be­ 
cause “communications w i t h 
the satellite have been good” 
and “the vehicle is performing 
satisfactorily.”

GUAM UP!—A ranking police 
inspector at Saipan when Ame­ 
lia Earhart disappeared on a 
Pacific flight in 1937 rejected 
today assertions that the Amer­ 
ican aviatrix and her navigator 
were executed by the Japanese. 
The investigator, Jesus de 
Leon Guerrero, said a woman 
executed on Saipan as a spy 
was born in Los Angeles of 
Japanese descent. 
Several recent theories had 
Miss Earhart and her navigator 
Fred Noonan crashing at Sai­ 
pan on their round the world 
flight. The theories held that 
the Japanese put the pair to 
death to mask the fact they 
were fortifying the island pre­ 
paratory to World War II. 
Guerrero said he did not 
know the name of the executed 
woman, but recalled that she 
was “beautiful and about 25 
years of age. She appeared to 
be part Caucasian and would 
have been mistaken for one.” 
The former police official 
said the woman came to Saipan 
ostensibly to look for work, but 
was too well dressed. He said 
she was subsequently arrested 
and imprisoned two months be­ 
fore being hanged.

PHILADELPHIA fll — There 
may be true “sandmen” on 
some yet undiscovered planets, 
a team of University of Penn­ 
sylvania scientists said today. 
The sandmen were envis­ 
ioned as living creatures hav­ 
ing silicon—an essential con­ 
stituent of sand and rocks—as 
their basic component, instead 
of carbon. The latter is the key 
element in the chemistry of all 
life on earth. 
The researchers told about it 
in a report prepared for the 
opening of the autumn meeting 
of the National Academy of 
Sciences. 
The team, headed by re­ 
searcher M. Abedini, also en­ 
visioned that some day vitamins 
and hormones, for use in medi­ 
cal fields, might be prepared 
from sandy substances. 
The Penn researchers said 
that for the first time they 
have prepared new, simple sili­ 
con-containing c o m p o u n d s 
which are closely amalgous in 
both chemical 
and 
physical 
properties to a number of fa­ 
miliar compounds based on 
carbon. 
One of them is a silicon-based 
“ether” which is the exact coun­ 
terpart of the widely known 
pain-killing compound—except 
that it contains atoms of the 
| element silicon instead of the 
* usual atoms of carbon. 
The scientists said: “At the 
present time, our knowledge of 
these simple silicon compounds 
is at the stage w’here carbon 
chemistry was 150 years ago. 
“Since all living substances 
contain both simple and com­ 
plex carbon compounds, it is 
somewhat fascinating to.w on­ 
der whether silicon compounds 
will, within the next 150 years, 
be introduced into living sub­ 


stances in place of analgous 
carbon compounds.” 
They added: “It is possible 
that living ‘things/ with their 
chemistry based on silicon in­ 
stead of carbon, may exist in 
some of the billions of yet un­ 
discovered planets having an 
atmosphere of different com­ 
position from that on earth.”

With 1.653 voting units still 
out, counting of absentee bal­ 
lots under way in several states, 
and recounts contemplated in 
some areas, Kennedy had 33,-

Kennedy 
still led in the race for Califor­ 
nia's 32 electoral votes. With 
absentee ballotsJbeing counted, 
he had a margin

Nixon led in Alaska by 514 
votes with 50 precincts still out 
and in Hawaii by 91 votes with 
another recount likely. Each 
state has three electoral votes.

Belgian Foreign Minister M. 
P. Wigny told a press confer­ 
ence “what they have done is 
not permitted in my country, 
even by the head of the opposi­ 
tion.” 


Wigny declared that U.N. of­ 
ficials are servants of the world 
organization's member govern­ 
ments. not their masters. 


“We cannot admit it,” he 
said of recent anti-Belgian re­ 
ports and statements emanat­ 
ing from the U.N. 


The Belgian foreign minister 
was particularly bitter of a re­ 
port filed Nov. 2 by Rajeshwar 
Dayal of India, commander of 
the U.N. operation in the Con­ 
go. 
“It is not a report, it is an 
indictment,” he said. 


He added that it is “quite 
dangerous 
for our organiza­ 
tion” for United Nations offi­ 
cials to criticize the activities 
and intentions of m e m b e r 
states. 


“Today it is their (Belgian 
government’s) case,” he said. 
“Tomorrow it may be yours.” 


Wigny, in reply to questions, 
declared that Secretary Gen­ 
eral 
Dag Hammarskjöld has 
“misled’’ the mandate given 
him to restore peace and se­ 
curity in the chaotic former 
Belgian colony. 


He charged the U.N. with 
trying to make Belgium a scape-1 
goat for U.N. failure to achieve 
order in the Congo. 


“We are not prepared to play 
the role any more,” the foreign | 
minister said. 


His tone in the hour and a 
quarter conference was sad, 
resentful and bitter.

Some Republicans, sensing a 
chance to recapture the gover­ 
norship from Democrats Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown, already are 
urging Nixon to return to his 
home state and oppose Brown 
in 1962.

John XXIII said today the forth, 
coming ecumenical council of 
the Roman Catholic Church will 
aim at “re-establishing, in value 
and splendor, the substance of 
human and Christian thought 
and life.” 
The pontiff spoke to more 
than ’500 members of special 
commissions gathered 
h e r e 
from all parts of the «world to 
prepare for the council. 
At least a year's work must 
be completed before the coun­

Council, or Vatican II—official­ 
ly opens. 
Vatican I 
was the 
council of 1869-70. 
The pope said that prepara­ 
tory work—or suggestions to 
be pursued by the council—al­ 
ready fill five volumes. These, 
now being printed, will be turn­ 
ed over to 10 commissions that 
will prepare the agenda. 
He referred to the attention 
being given to the forthcoming 
council by “ t h e separated 
brethren,” meaning Christians

In a return engagement Mrs. 
Armstrong, head of the Meta­ 
physical Town Hall Book Shop 
and Library in San Francisco, 
spoke on chirosity, the entire 
study of hands, and chirogno- 
my, their “geography,” which 
she said includes size, shape 
and lines.

type having characteristics of 
one or more of the others. 


Mrs. Armstrong went on to 
describe the significance of the 
life, head, heart, destiny and 
money lines and other points 
of significance in hands accord 
ing to chirosodists.

Mosk Writes Thoughtful 
Reply To Secrecy Editorial 


Last month in this space we were 
critical of an opinion handed down by 
Atty. Gen. Stanley Mosk regarding the 
right of a city council to go into secret 
session to discuss matters with their 
attorney. 
We have had a fine, three page letter 
back from our attorney general in which 
he amplifies his position in ruling that 
“all discussions between a city council 
and its city attorney must be open to the 
public, with the exception of matters in­ 
volving actual litigation where the mat­ 
ters discussed would benefit the ‘city's 
adversary’ and thus be a detriment to 
the public.” 
In his letter Mosk declares: “Our 
Brown Act opinion was debated for 
many months in our office, and we had 
a division within the office on it . . . 
The result, however, is the conclusion 
which I believe to be in the best public 
interest.” 
He disagrees with our position that 
the duty of a governmental agency in a 
condemnation proceeding is to pay a 
fair price for property. The agency, he 
says, “in the interests of the taxpayers 
properly seeks to get the property as 
cheaply as possible.” 
He warned us that his opinion on re­ 
cent meetings is “far more liberal . . . 
than current court opinions.” 
“ I realize, to be candid,” he went on, 
“that there will be public agencies that 
may abuse any exception that is permit­ 
ted to the Brown Act (which requires 


public meetings of public agencies). But 
this is true of all law. I doubt that any 
statute has been written that cannot be 
circumvented by a designing, devious 
person or group.” 
And then he added a paragraph which 
we 
feel 
has 
high 
significance, 
and 
should be considered by our legislators 
at their January session. He said: 
“I am on record over the past year 
as stating several times that I would 
like to see some sanctions provided in 
the Brown Act, so that the exceptions 
cannot be abused. For example, I would 
provide that acts taken by a public body 
in contravention 
to the Brown Act 
should be per se void . . . Secondly, I 
would provide for personal liability for 
any public official who acts contrary to 
provisions of the Brown Act. The pos­ 
sibility of bhing hit in the pocketbook 
would undoubtedly be an effective de­ 
terrent to local officials who might have 
some inclination to act in secrecy. And, 
lastly, there is always the possibility of 
providing for criminal sanctions, mak­ 
ing actions taken in violation of the 
Brown Act a misdemeanor. 
Frankly, 
however, that last possibility does not 
appeal to me, for I believe that the final 
action for refusing to let the people 
know should be not punitive, but po­ 
litical.” 
We certainly agree with you there, 
Attorney General Mosk. And thank you 
for 
your 
thoughtful 
reply 
to

editorial.

WASHINGTON— The final 
returns put something of a 
different hue on the election 
and justify these conclusions:

Kennedy so 
sharply 
criticized for failing to carry 
out his proposals. The South­ 
ern Democrats remain as pow­ 
erful as ever, the Republicans 
gained a net of 19 seats in the 
House of Representatives and 
one seat in the Senate. 


4— VICE PRESIDENT Lyn­ 
don Johnson, as a result of 
the complexion of Congress, 
emerges as a powerful and in­ 
dispensable figure in the Ken­ 
nedy 
administration. 
Presi­ 
dent Kennedy will need John­ 
son’s influence and resources 
as a legislative leader if he is 
to avoid 
a recalcitrant and 
balky 
Congress. 
Johnson’s 
voice will be the voice of mod­ 
erate liberalism, not extrem e 
liberalism. 


Let’s not forget and let us 
not minimize the fact that 
Kennedy 
won 
the election, 
that he won by a popular m a­ 
jority, however narrow, and 
that the effective functioning 
of our system of governm ent 
rests on m ajority rule. 


BUT THERE IS another and 


significant side to w hat hap­ 
pened. It is that a long-stand­ 
ing, traditional, partisan Re­ 
publican, Richard M. N ixor, 
nearly won the election. He 
received almost half of the 
votes. Many independents and 
registered Democrats support­ 
ed him after he had conducted 
a basically conservative cam­ 
paign.

hero, Richard Nixon, won 
support

beyond

In this close division of na­ 
tional opinion, Nixon em erges 
as a formidable figure with a 
poiltical future— if he wants 
it. He will be a powerful and 
influential spokesman for a 
near-majority of the Am eri­ 
can people. 


I am confident that he will 
be a responsible and construc­ 
tive spokesman intent upon 
helping the narrowly elected 
Kennedy 
adm inistration 
to 
function free from petty criti­ 
cism and free from obstruc- 
tion-for-its-own-sake. 


THIS WILL REQUIRE reci­ 
procity from President Ken­ 
nedy. This will require a large­ 
ness of view by Kennedy in 
his duty to those who voted 
against him as well as in his 
duty to those who voted for 
him.
